103 injured removed from the ruins of the Knickerbocker 
Theater early today, rescuers were still struggling with the 
heavy wr«cka?e left when the snow-laden roof of the struc- 
ture collapsed'Saturday night during the showing of a fea- 
ture comedy.

might be another 24 hours before the work would be com- 
pleted. It is believed, however, that the section remaining 
to be explored would yield few additions to the awful list of 
dead and injured. A party of rescuers was still struggling 
td release from the wreckage .now being overturned, one man 
belieWd to be still alive although Imprisoned for 3<J hours. 


The death of Miss Mary Forsyth, of Washington, 


brought tlie death list from the Knickerbocker Theater dis- 
aster to 108. All the dead and injured are being removed 
frcni the Christian Science church, which served as a clear- 
ing houas for victims.

Building Evidently Burning Long Before Dis- 


covery I« Made Is Total Loss 
Express Of- 


fice Saved 
Baggage and U. S. Mail Is 


Burned. 


The Southern Railway passenger station, built 30 years 


ago,, was totally destroyed by fire between five and five- 
thirty on Sunday morning when fire, apparently securing a 
hold in the space between the first floor roof and the high 
gable, spread both ways with a rapidity which lit up the 
whole town almost before the fire alarm was rung. 


The loss is estimated at about $40,000. The railway 


company carries its own fire insurance through a special 
fund derived from its revenue. By noon yesterday a tem- 
porary ticket office had been built of rough lumber in the 
subway and while no tickets could be sold as the supply had 
been consumbed the travelling public was permitted to buy 
tickets on the trains without paying the excess. 


The fire, Danville's third serious fire since the begin- 


nmg of the month, was fought under great difficulty 
The 


city fire engines had to forge their way through deep snow 
at a slower gait than under normal circumstances, and while 
all the departments made all the haste they could some 
tune elapsed before the West End and the Northside pump- 
ers on which the city has to rely for pressure streams could 
get into action.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—An ava- 


lanche 
of broken plaster, bricks, 


snow, splintered wood and twisted 
steel beams catapulting upon the au- 
dience while the orchestra played and 
a comedy film ground out is the de- 
scription of the Knickerbocker theater 
disaster given today by Representa- 
tive John H. Smithwick, of Pensa- 
cola, Fla. He was in the balcony of 
the theater when the roof collapsed 
under its weight of snow and es- 
caped unaided—just how he cannot 
recall—with more or less serious 
hurts. 
"The orchestra was playing beaeu- 


tiful music and a comic film was 
running," said Mr. Smithwick, lying 
in his bed, bandaged and with his 
face and hands covered with cuts. 
"Suddenly; there was a sharp crack. I 
•looked up aod «w *»-great fissure 
running across the ceiling. It was 
right ov«r my head. 
I instantly 
realized what was happened. 
The 
plaster began to fall, dropping down 
in large and small chunks all over the 
theater, it seemed to me. 
"While I wa« looking up a great 
piece right over my head started to 
fall. 
I ducked, crouching, 
tarily I suppose, down between the 
seats. 
The piece struck the seat 
right where I had been sitting . The 
force was broken by the seat, but it 
pinned me down where I was crouch- 
ing. The noise was awful. It was a 
great, tremendous roar. It was sim- 
ply indescribable. 
1 never can for- 
get it. 
_ "In the midst of the roaring were 
shrieks and cries of women and chil- 
dren and a few shouts of men. There 
were 'cries for help, groans and worst 
of all the moans of those in terrible 
pain. 
It was awful. 
I can't de- 
scribe it. I see it all the time, those 
poor children and men and women 
crying and srroaning there. 
'"There -were only a few of us in 
the balcony. Luckily there were not 
more. 
The 'balceny gave way and 


crashed, soon after the ceiling began 
to fall, en those on the lower floor. 
They were caught the worse. "We in | 
the balcony were more fortunate.

around, kind of twisted, as its sup- 
ports tfaVL- way and it swung down 
on those belpw.

"1 don't know how I. got out from 


where 1 was crouching under that 
chunk of plaster that had. fallen on 
me. 1 really believe it weighed all of 
500 pounds. 
And I think I moved 
that plaster with rny shoulders. Any 
way, 
I crawled out between tho seats 
to where I saw a small hole in the 
plaster above. 
1 forced myself up 


through that hole, giggling out over 
the snow and plaster, over the tan- 
gled debris, to the doors on the Eigh- 
teenth street side. 
'Across the aisle from me when the 
crash came was a little fellow, I nev- 
er saw him' again and I wonder if he 
is dead—who laughed and roared,, at 
.every especially funny part of the 
film. 1 don't know what became of 
him or the others in the balcony after 
we were showered with plaster. 
"As the ceiling broke the plaster 


fell first, in clouds, it was just like 
an ice pond breaking up.
